Qe Do you consiler this order to be contrary to the prize rules of the Germu 
Navy issucd in the beginning of the war? 
Ae I had never given such an order in the years 1939, 1940, 1941 or 1942; 
never. I had never given this order if I hadn't had tho Laconia incident, sec. 
Thon I saw the tine coming when I had to give the order, "you are not allowed to 
go to the surface at day tinc at all", But I had the focling after the incident, 
woll that the boats had done too nuch; they were not divable. And because the 
boats had lost their task places, for uyself I had a fecling to show them the 
contrary side of it, and I was quite clear about this being no practical situ- 
ation, for these few subinrines who were concerned. Goad and Hessler told me 
"Don't make this wireless, you see; one day there can be a wrong appearance 
about it; there can be a iisinterpretation of that, 

And then I told hin that I must, I think, in the reality, take measures. 
I wished to prevent ay submarines being boubed when they saved, and I must give 
„them good reason for it, That was the whole thing of it, you see, This wireles: 
had no significance at all. That's tho reason why none of us remembered it, Two 
months later there wore no submarinos at all who cane in the situation to get upe 
I an sure that no onc, English or American mon was not saved by that, T had to 
give it to prevent my submarines from being bombed at sea, That tho Laconia 
Baowod me very clearly, That was the Whole reason, And now you say that OKM 
said by this tolegrma he had attacked the boats. . I can't understand it. -There 
was nover a discussion in the Geran submarine service about the thing which ١ 
OKM done. 
In 1939 and 1940, 1941, 1942, we wero able to surface and we never did it, 

it ws impossiblo, And thon I gavo such a telegram, an order not to savo the 
people; - you can't takc then in the bonts,
